SUPPLEMENTAL RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

In the action mailed October 24, 2005, the Examiner required that the Applicants elect a 
fiilly defined composition "specie" that accounts for all ingredients, including the polypeptide, 
each of the surfactant compounds, the constitution of the "pharmaceutically acceptable carrier," 
and the ''nonhygroscopic additives" (if any). In response, Applicants select the following 
species. Claims on which the species read are listed in parentheses. 

Polypeptide: insulin (claims 21-23 and 25-40) 

Surfactant: sodium caprate (claims 21-29 and 31-40) 

Non-hygroscopic additives: mannitol (claims 21-40) 

Regarding the carrier, Applicants submit that selection of a particular species should not 
be required as there is no pending claim that lists different carriers. See, e.g., MPEP 808.01(a). 
However, to make a fully responsive reply, Applicants elect lactose as a carrier (claims 21-40).
